First Of Beotty Lectures 
Given By Dr. Rowse 

Dr. A. L. Rowse will deliver the first of the Sir Edward 
Bcatty Memorial Lectures on "The Political Uses of History" 
tonight at 8:30 pm in the Sir Arthur Currie Gym.. 

Dr. Rowse won scholarships to Oxford, where he obtained 
a first class in modern history and was elected a Fellow of All 
Souls. He has devoted himself mainly to historical works, and has 
v/ritten several books on the Elizabethan period. 

He will also deliver the other two lectures in the series— 
"The Role of Germany in Modern History" on Thursday, January 
SI; and "The Responsibility of the Historian" on February 8. 

These lectiurcs were established by a gift from the late Dr. 
H. A. Beatly in memory of his brother Sir Edward Beatty, Chan- 
cellor of McGill from 1020 until his death in 1943.

Oliver 

Professor Oliver pointed out that 
most of the Ubcral platforms had 
been adopted from former N.D.P. 
plans "except these have been 
watered down to nauseating-Iook- 
ing mixtures, so that their real 
purpose is disguised behind gar- 
bled ideas." 

He suggested that what Canada 
needed was a firm and forward 
leadership one which would re- 
store a sense of purpose to Canada, 
and one which could only be im- 
plemented by the N.D.P. 

Winkler firmly defended the Go- 
vernment policies by quoting facts 
and figures which illustrated "that 
the Conservatives have indeed bol- 
stered Canadian economy and in- 
dustrial growth." 

He attacked the attitude of the 
Liberal Opposition towards British 
entry into the European Common 
Market and charged that Lester 
Pearson "is relied upon by Wash- 
ington to do exactly what the U.S. 
desires." Above all, he denounced 
the Liberals for destructively op- 
posing Government policies, and 
"for putting political aspirations 
above consideration of the 
country." 

Biculturalism 

The three panelists agreed most 
emphatically on the pressing needs 
of biculturalism. Winkler called it 
"a very wonderful thing, and strict- 
ly a matter of intelligence," while 
tile other two panelists acquiesced 
to the fact that something must be 
done immediately to provide equal- 
ity of rights for the French-Cana- 
dians.

Canada's Iconomy 
Praised By Hees 
At P.C. Meeting

In the first of a series of 

speeches connected with this 
year's Model Parliament, the 
Honourable George Hees, Cana- 
da's Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, yesterday praised the 
performance of the economy 
during the past year. He was 
addressing on open meeting of 
the McGill Progressive Conserva- 
tives. 

Mr. llccs stated that tlie. key 
economic indicators pointed to the 
health of the Canadian economy 
in 1962. The gross national product 
increased, as did production in key 
industries. This has been accom- 
panied by a negligible Increase in 
the cost of living. Mr. Hees attri- 
buted this to conscious government 
poUcy. 

"Gross national product has in- 
creased by 8 per cent in the past 
year," ho said; "only I per cent of 
this increase is due to a rise in 
prices, and so there has been a 7 
per cent increase in national pro- 
duction." 

Mr. Hees claimed that this rate 
of growth was the highest of all 
the industrial countries of the 
worid, including llie "wonder 
countries" of the Common Market. 
Increased Production 

In addition, production in key 
Canadian industries was up from 
last year. Iron ore production in- 
creased 38 per cent, motor vehi- 
cles 30 per cent, petroleum 14 per 
cent, and steel 12 per cent. 

This has resulted in the creation 
of 168,000 new jobs in the past 
year. Moreover, unemployment has 
been reduced by 78,000, and 
"money in the pocket" has increa- 
sed per cent. "This belies Op- 
position claims that the economy 
is stagnant," Mr. Hees claimed. 

Mr. Hees denied Opposition char- 
ges that the devaluation of the 
dollar is resulting in increased 
prices. He slated tliat in tlic past 
year the cost of living lias risen 
by only 1 per cent, the same in- 
crease that has taken place in the 
past five years. 

Displaying the headline of a 
story in the Ottawa Citizen saying 
"Canada's Price Stability Best In 
World — Kennedy", Mr. Hees 
compared the increase in this 
country's cost of living with that 
in other countries: 5.4 per cent in 
France, 4.7 per cent in Britain, 
3.7 per cent in Germany, and 1.1 
per cent in the . United States. 

ISA Meeting Postponed 

The meeting of the I.S.A. Coun- 
cil, scheduled for 8 pm today hat 
been postponed to next Tuesday 
because of the Africa Week talk. 
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Africa Week and the Foreign Student 

Tomorrow affernoon Principal Robertson will offi- 
ciolly open Africa Week to the entire campus. Many 
speakers will doubtless emphasize the cosmopolitan 
nature of this university and, as Dr. James has done in 
the past, point out the rich benefits to be derived from 
this endeavour. For this year's program will feature a 
wide variety of events designed to expose the entire 
community to the cultural heritage, and political and 
economic development of the Dark continent. 

But it is important to realize that the aims of the 
African Students' Association go beyond the mere sup« 
ply of entertainment, however enjoyable, or of inform- 
ation, however edifying. Its aim transcends the goal of 
mere recognition by the students of one continent of the 
eternal folkways of another. It aims at something far 
ambitious, it aims at a real empathy. 

Understanding, as an intellectual and factual com- 
prehension is essential if our response Is not to be shal- 
low and naive, for a merely emotive response, how- 
ever positive, is not sufficient. But something more is 
demanded than mere intelledtual comprehension, and 
the knowledge of facts; for cold rationality Is out . of 
place in any truly human situation. A synthesis is de- 
manded—of reason and emotion, of knowledge and 
feeling, of mind and heart. Brotherhood may seem like 
a hackneyed word, but only because it has been re- 
peated so often in shallow circumstances, without any 
real intention that it be believed. 

It. is time that something more concrete than words 
be the traditidnal response to activities of bur/'forelgn" 
students. They should only be foreign to our country 
when they first arrive In this country. If- they remain 
foreign after several months or even years, the reason 
Is due to more than the desire of "birds of a feather to 
flock together" as our Chancellor recently stated. They 
remain outsiders because our so-called open society 
closes Its doors, shuts its mind and freezes Its heart. An 
open society means, or should mean, more than free- 
dom of its citizens to speak as they think; open is not 
merely a negative concept connoting the lack of denial 
of liberty, although this Is fundamental. It also Implies 
the positive concept connoting a willingness that goes 
beyond sufferance to real detira to open hot only our 
boundaries, but our homei. . 

It Is time the Students' Executive Council took 
positive action In this regard. A student commission 
should be set up to study the entire question of foreign 
students at McGill In depth-relating to academic, social 
and political. participation on the campus. Certain spe- 
cific, concrete steps are available, and they will be 
suggested in these columns. But a full scale project can 
ond must be undertaken and completed before the 
beginning of the next semester. 

In the words of GodfrIéd' Ajgdma, "The African 
Students' Association ... is trying to serve as a medium 
of understanding .^between the people of Africa and 
Canada." This^^^rtJi^commendable. Now the entire 
university comn»^jj^|^ust respond.

CUCND Will Not 
•Honour Smear 
Tactics 

Dear Sir: 

Mr Leon Jakobovits suggested 
In a letter to tlie' editor 'on 
Thursday, January 24, that the 
CUCND and/or the McGill Daily 
arrange a debate with the "Na- 
tional Defence Committee", sev- 
eral members of which recent- 
ly made some rather astonish- 
ing charges against the CUCND. 
However interesting such a de- 
bate may seem, the CUCND be- 
lieves that it should not lower 
Itself and stoop- to publicly de-' 
fending Its organization against 
the smear tactics of a group of 
individuals 'bent upon spreading 
hate and suspicion througliout 
tlic university community. We do 
not feel that we are obligated 
to arrange a public debate every 
time cranks makè some irrespon- 
sible and undocumented charges 
against us. I am sure that if 
a local Social Credit supporter 
charged that the McGill Daily is 
permeated by agents of the "in- 
ternational clique of Bolshevik- 
Jewish financiers", the editors 
of the Daily would not feel duty- 
bound, to debate these misguided 
individuals in a public meeting 
in Redpath Hall, and to prove 
.to the world that the McGtll 
Daily staff is not riddled with 
subversive agents Imported from 
Moscow. 

This so-called "National Defen- 
ce Committee" consists of sev- 
eral individuals who believe It 
is their diving mission to "ex- 
pose" all the Communists who 
dominate all the institutions in 
Canadian society, secretly pre- 
paring for a Bolshevik takeover. 
A few of them wandered by the 
CUCND— organized meeting on 
.Wednesday, and did thehr best 
to disrupt the meeting by 
shouting Birchist slogans and in- 
sulting the speakers, roost of 
whom were : respected f McGiil 
professors; At' anbllteV meeting 
on Thursday sponsored by sev- 
eral Montreal, disarmament 
groups, one of them turned up ' 
again, and when a box for finan- 
cial contributions was being 
passed around, he placed a piece 
of paper with a swastika on it 
in the box. The political orien- 
tation of this group should be 
quite evident by now. 

The McGtll Daily editorial of 
January 25 has correctly termed 
the various allegations of this 
organization "nonsense". The na- 
tional vice-president of CUCND 
who they accuse of being a Com- 
munist is Rabbi Abraham Fein- 
berg, a charge that scarcely 
needs to be refuted. One has only 
to read thehr newspaper "Can- 
adian Intelligence Service'.' to 
see the full ridiculousness of. 
their statements. For instance, 
in their supplement on the New 
Democratic Party, they come up 
with this gem: "It was signif- 
icant that God Save the Queen 
was not played at the opening 
and close of this leftist conven- 



tion". Or, In another "exposé" 
which purports to reveal that;^ 
the Canadian Peace Research'' 
Institute, the Montreal Star, 
and La liesse are really Com- 
munist agencies, they mention 
that "Professor Danny Daniels 
...professor of literature at 
Sir George Williams College 
(affiliated with McGill Univer- 
sity)" is an old time Bolshevik. 
Not only is Sir George Williams 
University not affiliated with 
McGill, but Mr. Daniels has 
never in his life been à profes- 
. 8or (he once took several even- 
ing courses at SGWU). He is 
currently employed as an ac- 
countant in a Montreal fhrm. 

The CUCND feels no obliga- 
tion to honour these smear tac- 
tics by engaging in a public de- 
bate with this "National Defence 
Committee". The facts on the 
CUCND are clear enough. We 
are a national student movement 
of over 6,000 university students 
organized in 22 recognized cam- 

• pus clubs across Canada. The 
head of the CUCND in Canada 
is the Honorable Justice J. T. 
Thorson, a former Liberal Ca- 
binet Minister. Among the spon- 
sors of CUCND are Dean F, R. 
Scott, Dean of Law at McGill, 
Dr. Claude Bisscli, President of 
the University of Toronto, and 
Dr. Brock Chisholra, former Di- 
rector of the World Health Or- 
ganization. We have organized 
demonstrations and;pubUc jieet- 
ings against the possible'nuciear 
arming of Canada, and against 
nuclear testing of both Russia 
and thé United States, bringing 

>out over 15,000 people last 
Easter. It would therefore be 
beneath the dignity of our org- 
anization to stoop to publicly 
defending ourselves against the 
underhanded- hate tactics of a 
few unbalanced individuals. 

If any persons or group of 
persons has à disagreement with 
the position of CUCND, let them 
reasonably and intelligently put 
forth their case. Let them come 
to hear our speakers, and ask 
them questions. Let them calmly 
and sensibly discuss and debate 
the pros and cons of the issue 
with us. Let them organize 
meetings of theh- own to publi- 
cize their viewpoints. Let us have 
full and meaningful discussions 
on the important questions of 
Canada and the nuclear age, 
undertaken with the spirit of 
. objectivity and mutual tolerance 
appropriate to serious univer- 
sity students. But please, let us 
not engage in mud-slinging, un- 
derhanded smear tactics, and 
hysterical name-calling. These 
are methods ill-befitting a univ- 
ersity community.
